Bible has not longed to visit Pales- 
tine, the land where lived our Sav- 
iour, the land that gave us our Bible, 
the land to which our Lord will 
surely come again? 

We were interested in all the 
places we visited, but every interest 
for us centered in Palestine. It 
with a thrill of enthusiasm when at 
an early hour we awoke to find our- 
selves in full view of Mt. Carmel, 
and steaming rapidly towards Haifa, 
where we were to begin our pilgrim- 
age through the Holy Land. 

Haifa is situated at the foot of 
Carmel on the sea not far from Acre, 
a city once the home of the crusaders, 
and the scene of one of Napoleon's 
defeats. Napoleon, after he had 
abandoned the seige of Acre, said: 
"Had I captured that city, I would 
have made myself master of the 
world." How glad we are he didn't 
capture it. 

Haifa is the great soap factory 
town of Palestine, and judging from 
the size of the factories and the looks 
of the people, they make more soap 
and use the least of it of any place 
of its size in the world. 

Here we took the cars for Damas- 
cus, the scene of Paul's conversion, 
and the oldest city in the world. We 
decided before we reached our desti- 
nation, that we had gotten aboard 
the slow train through Arkansas, 
we did not arrive at Damascus till 2 
It had been raining, and we 
found the city was prepared 
dampen our enthusiasm a bit. But 
next day the sun came out, and soon 
all was well. 

Mohammed was said to have 
stopped on the hill, and to have re- 
marked, as he turned away, refusing 
to enter its gates, "If I enter this 
paradise, I will be'loath to enter the 
paradise above." I think it must 
have been raining, and Mohammed 
was running from mud. 

There is much to interest one in 
Damascus, but the one thing that 
makes it interesting to the Bible 
student is the fact that the world's 
greatest preacher was converted 
;re. 

Leaving Damascus we took the 
train for Galilee. From the little 
station and the extreme end of the 
sea, we took boats for Tiberias where 
were to spend the night. We had 
a delightful sail on the historic wa- 
ters, whose shores are dotted with 
the ruins of places which were so 
vitally connected with the life and 
ministry of our Lord. The country 
of Gadara, Magdala, where lived 
Mary Magdalene, Bethsaida, Caper- 
nuam, all have their story. Caper- 
naum w n s tli" Saviour.s home. Here 
most of his Oa'To* ministry centers. 
From liberie we drove to Nazareth, 
passing the Mi. oi. Ueuttitudea, the 
place of the feeding oi the five thou- 
sand, the battlefield where Saladin 
finally defeated the crusaders; Cana 
of Galilee, the birthplace of Jonah, 
and finally Nazareth . After visiting 
the different churches, which are 
supposed to mark the places where 
Joseph and Mary lived, the work- 
shop of Joseph, the synagogue, and 
the precipice where they undertook 
to throw our Lord down with the in- 
tent to kill him the day he declared 
himself to be the Son of God, I 
climbed to the top of the mountain 
back of the city, where Jesus as a 
boy must have often climbed, and 
there had a glorious view of the sur- 
rounding country. Yonder isJLittle 
Hermon with Nam nestling in its 
side, there Tabor, where the natives 
believe took place the transfigura- 
tion, towering high above all yonder 
to the north is Hermon, snow-capped, 
while to the west lies Haifa and Mt. 
Carmel, and to the south the plain 
of Esdraelon, the battle ground of 
Palestine from Joshua to Napoleon. 
Beyond this place are the mountains 
of Gilboa, and the city of Jezreel. I 
sat and mused on the scenes of the 
past as the soft sunset glow threw 
its halo over Mt. Carmel, and filled 
all the valley, and touched the 
mountain tops with its mellow pen- 
cilings as far east as Mt. Tabor. 
Lying below was the little city of 
Nazareth. It was the hour for 
evening prayer. From the minarets 
of the mosques the cry of the priests 
rang out: "God is great; there is no 
God but Allah; Mohammed is his 
prophet; come to prayers; come to 
salvation." Yes, in the Saviour's 
earthly home, where he preached 
and was rejected, the false prophet 



rising and not the setting sun. 

From Nazareth we begin our 
horseback journey across Samaria, 
the ride across the plain of Esdrae- 
lon to Nain, then Shunim, then Jez- 
reel, where we have lunch. Can it 
be possible that over the very 
ground over which we have ridden 
to-day, Joshua, and Saul, and Barak, 
and Gideon, and Jehu, and Ahab, 
and Saladin, and Napoleon, and a 
score of others have marshaled their 
armies, and fought battles that have 
shaped to a vast extent the history 
of the world? I cannot describe my 
feelings when I came to the little

From Jezreel we made our way to 
Jenin, the En-Gomin of the Bible, 
and supposed to be the place where 
the lepers were healed.

Ebal and Mt. Gerezim tower high 
above the city. After visiting the 
Samaritan synagogue and meeting 
the high priest, a few of us decided 
to climb to the top of Mt. Gerezim, 
where for two or three thousand 
years the Samaritans have worship- 
ed. Here every year they kill and 
eat the passover, as in the days of 
our Lord. They still worship in this 
mountain. There are now only about 
150 of them left, but they still main- 
tain their identity as a people. The 
high priest, David, son of Aaron, 
paid us a visit at our hotel in the 
evening. All were impressed with 
him as a man of considerable ability, 
and certainly of great sincerity. 

Here oh these two mountains the 
blessing and the cursing were read, 
while the children of Israel assem- 
bled in the valley between them re- 
sponded with the solemn amen. 

Near here is the tomb of Joseph, 
the village Sycher, and Jacob's well. 
There can be no doubt as to the iden- 
tity of this well. Here our Saviour 
sat and taught the way of life to the 
sinful woman of Sycher. As we 
journeyed on towards Jerusalem, we 
passed many places of Scriptural 
importance: Ramah, Beeroth, Bethel 
and Mizpeh. Almost every hill and 
valley is mentioned in the books of 
Joshua and Judges. 

The trip to Jericho, the Dead Sea 
and the Jordan was one of the] most 
enjoyable we had. There were but 
eight of us. We had for our courier 
Mr. Moses Forajollah. Quite an 
honor to have Moses as our guide. 
Abraham had the day before con- 
ducted a party to Jericho. He it 
was who later showed some of the 
interesting sights of Jerusalem. For 
a long time I have read of these 
famous men. I had never before 
seen them in the flesh. 
At the scene of the Good Saraari- 
in we held a service in the open air. 
On the mountain side we took our 
nd as they did in the Mas- 
ter's time, I sat on the ground in 
front of the group and preached the 
word. That evening, after we had 
paSd a visit to the Dead Sea and the 
river Jordan, and the fountain who»e 
bitter waters were sweetened by 
Elisha, we assembled at our hotel, 
the Gilgal, and there had another 
simple, but spiritually helpful ser- 
vice. 

On our way back next day, Betha- 
ny was visited, the little town 
where Jesus loved so much to go. 

In Jerusalem we spent several 
days. I could not begin to tell of 
the places of interest there in one 
letter. I shall have to wait until I 
have returned to tell of its sacrei 
places. The site of the temple, tin 
pool of Bethesda, and of Siloam, th< 
Mt. of Olives, the valley of Jehosha 
phat or the Kidron valley, as it is 
called in the New Testament, Mt. 
Calvary, and the garden'tomb. All
